Experience  and  knowledge  of 
planting  materials  are  necessary  if  your  landscape  development  is  going  to  present  a 
picture  of  delightful  charm.

Information 

Location — Our  nursery  is  located  in  Cheshire,  Conn.,  on  the  College  Highway, 
twelve  miles  north  of  New  Haven.  Trolley  cars  running  from  New  Haven  to  Water- 
bury,  pass  directly  through  the  nursery.  Good  roads  from  New  Haven,  Waterbury, 
Meriden  and  Wallingford  enable  you  to  motor  from  any  of  these  cities. 

Shipping  Seasons — The  Spring  shipping  season  usually  begins  early  in  April  and 
continues  until  about  the  first  of  June.  In  the  Fall,  the  evergreens  and  perennials 
may  be  successfully  transplanted  from  the  middle  of  August  until  the  middle  of 
October,  and  flowering  shrubs  during  October  and  November. 

Shipping  Instructions — When  ordering  stock,  please  set  a  date  on  wrhich  you 
wish  your  shipment  to  go  forward.  We  will  be  glad  to  ship  in  any  way  that  you  may 
direct,  but  in  the  absence  of  instructions  we  will  ship  to  you  in  what  we  judge  to  be  the 
best  way. 

Conditions  of  Sale — Five  or  more  plants  of  the  same  variety  and  size  will  be 
furnished  at  the  ten  rate,  fifty  or  more  at  the  hundred  rate,  five  hundred  or  more  at 
the  thousand  rate. 

The  prices  quoted  do  not  include  transportation  charges.  No  packing  charge  is 
made  except  for  boxes,  which  are  charged  at  actual  cost. 

Our  nursery  stock  has  been  inspected  by  the  State  Nursery  Inspectors.  A  copy  of 
the  Inspection  Certificate  accompanies  all  shipments.  All  stock  is  of  high  quality, 
thrifty,  native  grown,  and  is  carefully  dug  and  packed.  Having  no  control  over  the 
stock  after  it  leaves  our  nursery,  we  cannot  guarantee  the  life  of  the  stock.  We  will, 
however,  be  glad  to  consider  any  just  complaint  which  is  made  within  a  reasonable  time. 

Evergreens  of  the  ornamental  sizes  are  dug  with  a  ball  of  earth  and  this  ball  is 
covered  with  special  burlap  which  may  be  left  on  the  trees  when  they  are  planted. 
No  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

If  you  live  within  a  short  distance  of  the  nursery,  an  order  of  reasonable  size  will 
be  delivered  to  you  by  truck  without  charge.
